The mystery lies—God could have 
done all the work without the aid of an- 
other. He could have devised a different 
plan, made it all different, but He was 
pleased, and you little ants are the 
grumblers, and critics, as if you are dis- 
pleased with God’s plan. Just imagine 
how amusing we are at times to God. 

His own plan, His choice to help the 
fallen race—Christ and the Holy Ghost 
were chosen His copartners with joint in- 
terest in the great plan of redemption. 
We should hail with delight and gladness 
the aid and influence of each, for the 
marvelous and miraculous deeds in our 
behalf. 

It seems that God did not impart all 
knowledge to Christ.

fully understand the purpose. All suc- 
cessful business institutions have a gen- 
eral hcad—many being organized in com- 
panies, two and more becoming copart- 
ners of joint interest, the charter mem- 
bers. Then they ail go to work. The suc- 
cess in any business is dependent on the 
interest involved. We do not criticize 
them for their plans in co-operating and 
would we dare criticize God for devising 
a plan and organizing a company that 
we could not fully comprehend all! the 
workings? We would not an earthly af- 
fair. God calling in others as charter 
members in His great plan, making a 
choice of His own cabinet and making 
them of joint interest should not weaken 
our faith in the Father of all greatness. 
Each worked in His place as the dis- 
pensational age demanded, always their 
interest, their motive being the same in 
carrying out the plan of salvation. 

If you will note carefully, you become 
involved in this great work and plan, yes, 
it reaches out to you. You and I have 
not been fair with God to carry out our 
part of the program and wreck and ruin 
are the results, not the plan but the re- 
fusing to carry out our part.

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they started a great work. People can 
work together. In unity there is strength, 
but you can’t be divided in your motive 
and purpose and do anything worth 
while. 

Judges 20:11, “So all the men of Is- 
rael were gathered against the city, knit 
together as one man.” Their purpose was 
to stand together for they realized a di- 
vided army would be defeated. A house 
divided against itself cannot stand. 
Mark 3:25. There were 42,360 Israelites 
who returned from Babylon who set up 
an altar and raised their banner in honor 
to God and their country. Ezra 2:64. 
The two sticks of Ezekiel 37:17 joined 
to make one is a picture of the divided 
nations, Judah and Israel, and God unit- 
ing them in one. If God can make it 
possib'e to make one of nations and ar- 
mies, and man and wife become one, 
surely it is possible for Him and the Son 
and the Holy Ghost to be one.

Gideon, for his victory—three hun- 
dred against an army which “lay along 
the valley like grasshoppers for multi- 
tudes—and their camels without num- 
ber, as the sand by the seaside for multi- 
tude.” David, for his military achieve- 
ments, regal honors, statesman-like abili- 
ties, and for his political and musical 
celebrity. Samuel, for his integrity. Sarah, 
a joyful mother of a son and heir when 
ninety years old. Rahab, for her hospi- 
tality to the spies. Besides an untold 
number of lesser and nameless stars, all 
distinguished, doubtless, in their times, by 
some particular traits of character, at 
which the world might gaze with admir- 
ation. But mark! No credit is given to 
Abraham, Noah, etc. Their faith is the 
honored gem in their character; all other 
accomplishments are eclipsed by its 
brilliance. “By faith” they did so and so. 
Lord Jesus, increase my faith! Surely 
much faith is needed at this crisis in my 
ministry; an overcoming faith, ay, and 
love,—what Mr. Wesley calls “humble, 
gentle, patient, Christ-like love.” But not 
that diluted, ‘milk-and-water, wishy- 
washy” sort of an affection—a good-for- 
nothing against sin, the devil and car- 
nality, without vitality and strength, 
smiling upon everything feebly as a win- 
try moonbeam on ice and snow, which 
neither thaws, nor disputes, nor alters 
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the form of anything. But a love that 
burns or melts, moves disputes and 
changes the aspect of affairs; that knows 
to frown as well as smile, when to op- 
pose and when to yield; a sparkling foun- 
tain at the heart’s door, fed from the 
living fountain above, which will find 2 
way or make it. A love burning in the 
soul and beaming out on the _ tearful 
cheeks, like that ever-to-be-remembered 
burst of sunshine on the wild, dark wa- 
ters of the Atlantic in the hour of storm 
and conflict. Oh, give me such a love, 
without which I am but as sounding 
brass or a tinkling cymbal!

This sacred 
place of worship to the Lord was to be 
made and erected according’ to the divine 
pattern; “And that they bring me an of- 
fering: of every man that giveth it wil- 
lingly with his heart ye shall take me an 
offering,” etc. Ex. 25:1-7.

WE OUGHT TO PRAY 

“And he spake a parable unto them to 
this end, that men ought always to 
pray,” Luke 18:1. 

Many say prayers but do not pray. 
Some of us were taught in childhood to 
say our prayers, and this was proper, but 
as Christians growing up into manhood 
and womanhood it is praying, not say- 
ing prayers, that is so necessary in the 
daily program of life. 

1. Prayer is a vital necessity because it 
is the means of communication with Him 
who is our life. There are friends whose 
example, counsel, and fellowship mean 
much to us. There are wonders of nature 
in earth below and in heaven above that 
show forth the handiwork of our God, 
but for the sustenance of life God’s grace 
is the great essential and it cannot be re- 
ceived without prayer. 

2. We need to pray because the daily 
problems of the Christian iire can be met 
and solved successfully only with the aid 
of prayer. It is well to begin the day with 
prayer, and to enter into nothing through 
the day that is out of accord with 
prayer and its spirit. 

3. Prayer is needed to keep the heart 
warmed and the spiritual fires burning. 
That love, peace and joy which are 
necessary elements in the Christian ex- 
perience exist normally in the bosom of 
prayer. Thus prayer becomes a most 
practical everyday exercise. 

4. As a witness for my Lord, and to 
help win others to Him, I need to pray.

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The Time ot the Rapture 


Rev. 3:7, 8, “And to the angel of the 
church in Philadelphia write; These 
things saith he that is holy, he thai is 
true, he that hath the key of David, he 
that openeth, and no man shutteth; and 
shutteth and no man openeth; 1 know 
thy works: behold, I have set before thee 
an open door and no man can shut it: for 
thou hast a little strength, and hast kept 
my word, and hast not denied my name.” 


There are seven church stages or peri- 
ods of time mentioned in Revelation. 
Jesus gave this to John cn the Isle of 
Patmos. There were many more churches 
in Asia Minor than these seven. Doubt- 
less Jesus selected these for the reason 
that there were being taught the doc- 
trines that would suit each church peri- 
od. 

In Ephesus, at the end of the apostolic 
age, their first love was left. That is, the 
true doctrine that was given them by 
the apostles and prophets had begun to 
wane at the end of this period. Smyrna 
was a period of great persecution, At the 
beginning of this period there was a part 
of this church that stood for the true 
doctrine, which brought upon them great 
pere-cution. Jesus tells them to be faith- 
ful and they shall not be hurt by the 
second death. The powers of darkness be- 
gan to work and there were some mar- 
tyrs during this period. 

Pergamos was a period of imperial 
favor, settling down in the world. Con- 
stantine, the great ruler, was supposed to 
have been converted and joined the 
church. He was made a bishop. Church 
and state united and many restrictions 
were made by the government concern- 
ing reading the Bible and worshipping 
God. The conscientious worshipers could 
not and did not yield, so consequently 
persecution set in wholesale. 

The next stave was Thyatira. Thyatira 
is a period of great persecution, the tri- 
umph of Balaamism and the doctrine of 
the Nicolaitans, which was free loveism. 
As Jezebel brought ido!atry into Israel 
so Romanism weds Christian doctrine to 
paganism. This is a dangerous state for 


the church to get in. We can see the 
church being tainted with the world, 
social parties and suppers. Such enter- 


tainments will lower the standard of holy 
and righteous living and yet some feel 
called to bring into the church such 
practices. I believe in ritualism and en- 
tertainment in its rightful place but 
when we a'low this to take the place of 
faith, power, and righteous and holy liv- 
ing, we certainly are lowering the stand- 
ard. It is sad to be engaged in church

work and be forced to compete with such 
spirits as this, seemingly bent on bring- 
ing in worldliness. I do not think that 
such things should be practiced to in- 
crease the number in Sunday School or 
church. We find that the early churches 
in the beginning were given to prayer and 
thcse precious souls that felt their need 
cf more of God were ready to engage in 
prayer meeting at the church or in their 
homes. At the time when Paul and Silas 
were whipped and put in prison they 
prayed and God visited the place. Those 
who read the Bible know what happened. 
Herod killed James and a'so cast Peter 
into prison intending to bring him forth 
to be slain and the church had a prayer 
meeting at Mary’s house. They prayed 
and deliverance came to Peter. The dam- 
sel that kept the door could hardly be- 
lieve it was Peter and when she told the 
company they thought she had seen a 
spirit. O God, help us to get back to 
those days when we will feel the need of 
a closer walk with God. 

Sardis was the period of reformation. 
At this time there was a believing rem- 
nant who set aside the doctrine of the 
Roman church that provided laws pro- 
hibiting people from reading the Bible 
for themselves. Martin Luther and those 
associated with him by prayer and fast- 
ing brought the church back to old 
time repentance and this was the begin- 
ning of the last reformation. 

Philadelphia, the true church in the 
professing church period. In this period 
it is prophesied that the old time power 
would return and this is to be in the very 
last days. For thirty-one or two years we 
have had the seal outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost like they had it on the day of 
Pentecost. Many Holy-Ghost-filled men 
believe that at the close of this church 
period the rapture will take place. It 1s 
possible that there will be an overlap- 
ping of time just at the close of this 
church period and the last church period, 
the Laodicean period, which is the 
church of apostasy in its fullest sense. 
That there will be many who profess 
rightcousness that will not be taken up 
when Jesus comes to catch His people 
away is sure. Matt. 25:1-11. I think it 
stands to reason that the rapture will 
take place at the close of the Philadel- 
phia period. Our text infers that it is 
those who have been true and kept His 
Word ard have not denied His name who 
will be raptured. In this period God’s 
name is made prominent, the church as 
an organization is called by His name, 
and His name is loved and cherished by 


those who worship Him. 

“Because thou hast kept the word of 
my patience, I also will keep thee from 
the hour cf temptation, which shall come 


upon all the world to try them that 
dwell upon the earth,” Rev. 3:10. This 
word “temptation” is better rendered 


“tribulation” as given in the marginal 
reading. We all know Jesus was tempted 
in all points as we yet without sin. It is 
made very prominent in the Word of 
God that we are never delivered from 
temptation until death or until Jesus 
takes us away from the world so we are 
sure this rendering is tribulation. All who 
live true and meet the conditiors will be 
taken away before the tribulation week, 
which will run its course in seven years. 
Dan. 9:27. 

Luke 21:34-36, “And take heed to 
yourselves, lest at any time your hearts 
be overcharged with surfeiting, and 
drunkenness, and cares of this life, and 
so that day come upon you unawares. 
For as a srare shall it come on all them 
that dwell on the face of the whole 
earth, Watch ye therefore, and pray al- 
ways, that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things that shall come 
to pass, and to stand before the Son of 
man.” Here we have a promise from our 
Savior that if we will keep our hearts 
from being overcome with the world and 
keep clear of surfeiting and drunkenness 
and not allow the cares of this life to 
overcome us we will be kept from some- 
thing. We know that we are rot shielded 
from temptation, the saints have been 
martyred since the crucifixion of Jesus, 
and persecutions have come from every 
source. 

The word “that day” here refers to 
the day when Jesus shall come to catch 
away those who are ready to meet Him. 
Jesus says, “For as a snare shall it come 
on all them that dwell on the face of 
the whole earth.” This refers to the un- 
expected return of the Lord. Matt. 24: 
44; 25:13. Jesus also exhorts us to pray 
always that we may be accounted 
worthy to escape all these things and to 
stand before the Son of man. This is posi- 
tive proof that Jesus will be the great 
judge and the saints who are raptured 
will have the privilege of standing be- 
fore Him. 

Isa, 26:20, 21, “Come, my people, en- 
ter thou into thy chambers, and shut thy 
doors about thee: hide thyself as it were 
for a litte moment, until the i-dignation 
be overpast.” This verse sets forth very 
plainly the raptured saints in their cham-

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FINAL REPORT ON MY 
ROUND-THE-WORLD 
MISSION TOUR 
By J. H. INcRam 





I am late with this report owing to 
the fact I just had four days to spend 
with the family on my return home, and 
then I was off again on a 6,000 mile 
tour of seventeen states, during which 
time I was in attendance at the 31st An- 
nual Assembly. 

At the time of my last writing I was 
in London, England, having just com- 
pleted a prospective mission tour of Eng- 
land and Wales. There appears to be a 
wonderful door of opportunity opened to 
us in the British Isles, especially in 
Wales, While I was sitting in my com- 
partment on board the London Special of 
the Great Western Railways in Swan- 
sea, Wales, a very prominent evangelist 
who had learned of my arrival, came 
down to the train and offered his serv- 
ices in helping me to get the Church of 
God established in that great country. 
This brother, whose name I feel best to 
withhold for the present, is a guiding 
star, so to speak, in a large evangelistic 
party which travels the country by au- 
to caravan. They have an up-to-date tent 
outfit and have alreadv established sev- 
eral missions. If we are successful in get- 
ti g this work lined up with the Church, 
it will give us quite a break in the way 
of introducing the full gospel, Pente- 
costal message not only to the British 


Is'es but to continental Europe. I have 
planned to include Wales in my forth- 
coming tour of the continent, D. V. as 
I already have my return fare if I can 
mazage some way to get over there, and 
that is an easy matter for the Lord. 

At London a special train was pro- 
vided by the Hamburg American Line 
to take us to Dover. We traveled over 
the London Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way, and made the run in record time. 
The trip was very interesting, and the 
pretty green landscape was somewhat of 
a contrast in comparison with the desert 
sands of Egypt. We passed through sev- 
eral thriving farm communities as well 
as other centers given to industry. Ar- 
riving at the port of embarcation we 
soon passed the various officials with cur 
baggage, passports, etc., and went aboard 
the passenger tender which transferred 
us to the giant trans-Atlantic motor 
liner that was soon to take us speeding 
across the mighty deep in a diagonal 
course to the West Indies and South 
America. We were anxious to know if 
the ship was on time coming from Ger- 
many, and the-:answer came back in the 
affirmative with a couple of loud blasts 
from the electric siren, as the M. S. 
“Caribia” hove in sight. She was now 
rounding the point where the breakwater 
exterded out to sea, with the band play- 
ing and with flags flying. About two 
hundred more of us marched aboard 
swelling her already large passenger list, 
and we were off again to the tune of 
martial music furnished by the crack 
German band, while cameras, not a few, 
were brought out to register the part- 
ing scenes, in both still and moving pic- 
tures. 


There is something very sad co-nected 
with the sailing of a large passenger ship, 
going down to sea to be rccked in the 
cradle of the deep for many days, often 
weeks, and perhaps never to return. I am 
often made to think of the song about 
the ship that never returned, “No she 
never returned, no she rever returned, 
and her fate ‘ics yet unlearned; Thouzh 
for years and years, fond hearts have 
been waiting, for the ship that never re- 
turned.” This week’s news carried the re- 
port of a certain German ship, for exam- 
ple, that went duwn to a watery grave in 
the co'd, stormy waters of the North At- 
lantic, carrying with it all hands on 
board with the exception of a lone cabin 
boy who was rescued in a dying condi- 
tion, too far go-e to tell the story. 

From Dover, England, we could see 
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across the English Channel to France, 
and on our way out passed up the port 
city of Brest made famous during the 
late war. From there we continued across 
the Bay of Biscay to Santander, Spain. 
The first part of the voyage was rather 
rough, with the ship diving and pitch- 
ing all the while, and I was already some- 
what exhausted in my body trying to 
crowd so much work into such a short 
time, so I spent about eighteen hours in 
my stateroom, lying in bed most of the 
time, before venturing on deck again. By 
this time we were nearing Spain where 
we were to pick up other passengers who 
were fleeing from this war-torn, blood- 
drenched country. We succeeded in tak- 
ing aboard several persons with their 
baggage before the officials interferred. 
A police boat was called our and fellow 
travelers were rounded up and_ taken 
ashore under guard. For all we knew 
they were on their way to face the firing 
squad. I shall never forget the forlorn 
look upon their faces. The band struck 
up a lively tune which lent a little cheer 
to the otherwise sad occasion. Our Ger- 
man captain being defeated in his pur- 
pose, turned his ship about and headed 
for the high seas under full steam. 


IN BARBADOS AND DOMINICA 


During my Latin American tour last 
year I was able to include Barbados in my 
itinerary and preached some there, thus 
paving the way for the establishing of 
the Church of God. This island belongs 
to Great Britain and is in the extreme 
southern part of the West Indies, off the 
coast of South America. There is a small 
railroad cormecting the capital city of 
Bridgetown with the interior, and the 
island is served by numerous _ bus lines 
operating over a network of highways, 
which are good, though narrow anid 
crooked. The roads are suzfzced with 
asphalt taken from pits or lakes in the 
neighboring island of Trinidad, where an 
unlimited supply of this material may be 
had for the mere taking. I was led -to 
come here in a novel sort of way and 
found that God had warned the people 
of my movements far in advance of my 
arrival. Some one also got some kind of a 
far-fetched prophecy that I was called 
to evangelize the whole world, giving a 
final message on the Church of God and 
the coming kingdom of Christ. I just 
'aughed and replicd that it was a pretty 
big job for a small fellow like me, and 
that I would need some help so they had 
all just as well fall in line, and that is 
just the thing hundreds of them are do- 
ing. There are around thirty-five Pente- 
cestal churches in Barbados, and I 
preached in fourteen of them, organiz- 
ing thirteen Churches of God, with a 
total membership of 602, Many of these 
missions were connected with the Tom- 
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linson Church of God formerly, and I 
slept in the same room occupied by Over- 


seer Tomlinson on his visit to the island 


about ten years ago. I’ve never asked any 
individual, nor any church to leave the 
society with which they were associated. 
Rather they have manifested a desire for 
a change, feeling that God had sert some 
one to serve as an instrumext in bringing 
them together through the fellowship of 
the Spirit. And furthermore, no one has 
come with us expecting to get a big sal- 
ary, saying as they did ‘“‘we are ready 
and willing to serve with you, whether 
we receive little or much.” 

Barbados is one of the most peaceable 
little colonies in the world and is well 
ordered, often being referred to as “‘lit- 
tle England.” There are good schools 
most everywhere, and I have never seen 
so many churches and missions crowded 
into such a small place. There are prac- 
tically no dance halls nor places of pub- 
lic entertainment. These are made con- 
spicuous by the’r absence, with a mis- 
sion or two at nearly every crossroad 
We had a mission rally and sent out a 
native missiorary to the island of Do- 
minica in the Leeward Islands, who pre- 
pared the way for my coming with a 
message on the Church of God. I was 
accompanied on my travels through 
Barbados by our native overseer, Brother 
J. H. Marshall, who is about seventy- 
five years old but as active as a man 
forty. His wife is about eighty-two and 
gets on with her household duties better 
thari some women half her age. Brother 
Marshall was formerly connected with 
the Church of England and is highly 
respected as a minister of the gospel and 
because of his honesty in dealing with his 
fellowman along business lines, Time and 
space do not permit my referring to 
others possessing like integrity. 

From Barbados I sailed for Dominica, 
joining our missionary Wessley L. Carter 
in the capital city of Roseau, where we 
orga:ized another church with ninety- 
eicht members. This island has quite a 
stormy history back of it. In 1743 an 
agreement was stipulated between Eng- 
land and France making it a neutral 
country, until it was assigned to Great 
Britain by the Treaty of Paris in 1763. 
In 1778 it was taken by the French orly 
to be restored to England in 1783. The 
French failing in their effort to recap- 
ture the country in 1795, returned in 
1805 when they burned the city of 
Reseau and collected about $60,000.00 
from the British government before fin- 
ally retiring. 

Dominica is very picturesque with its 
rugged mountains skirted about with 
narrow fertile valleys largely overgrown 
with tropical jungles. Looking inland 
from the sea the plantations along the 
sloping uplands are marked out by little 
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clearings here and there—checkerboard 
fashion. Because of the deadiy tropical 
fevers, etc., it is a veritable graveyard for 
strangers. Our native worker has been 
stricken down, as have most all others 
who have gone before, and may have to 
abandon the work assigned to him un- 
less God intervenes. Please pray, every 
one, that the Lord will undertake in his 
behalf. 

Ox the way to Dominica we passed the 
island of Martinique in the French West 
Indies and made a stop at Saint Lucia in 
the Windward Islands, belonging to Eng- 
land. The ship steered near shore while 
passing Martinique and we were able to 
get a good view of Mt. Pelee which 
erupted in 1902 destroying St. Pierre 
the chief city with a loss of life number- 
ing 32,000. We could see plainly the 
course followed by the lava flow, a river 
of molten rock as it were, streaming 
down the mountain side from the burn- 
ing peak 5,000 feet above the sea. The 
city was partly buried with its unsus- 
pecti-g populace, while other por- 
tions were pushed over the bluffs into the 
ocean. After cocling the great molten 
mass formed into solid volcaric rock. 
St. Pierre was never rebuilt, but along- 
side the lava beds and not very far away 
could be seen the thriving city of Fort- 
de-France, the chief port and capital of 
the colony. 

I will not be able to describe my visit 
to other countries including Trinidad, 
B. W. I., Colombia and Venezuela in 
South America, and Curacao in the 
Dutch West Indies for lack of space. 

In Panama I lay over five days wait- 
ing for the ship that was to take me back 
to California on the last stage of my 
round-the-world tour. During this time 
I was in meeting with our folks at Colon 
and organized another small church with 
seventeen members at the Pacific end of 
the canal, While in Panama I met an old 
friend, Russe!! Gross, who is a staff ser- 
geant in the 11th engineers U. S. Army. 
It was our first meeting in about twenty- 
two years. Through his influence I was 
granted the free use of the U. S. govern- 
ment radio station in transmitting mes- 
sages to America, and was otherwise fav- 
cred. Had I co-tinued I could have had 
a pass to ride on the government rail- 
ways, which would have been quite a 
help in getting about on the isthmus. I 
came directly home from the canal in 
order to make it to Chattanooga in time 
for the General Assembly. For this reason 
I had to postpone my trip to Mexico and 
Central America until a later date. 

A BRIEF REVIEW OF THE TRIP 


I left home on Feb. 18 and returned 
Sept. 19th, it requiring seven months and 
one day to make the trip. During _ the 
time I visited thirty-one foreign coun- 
tries and colonies in the continents, sail- 
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ing on sixteen ships under the flays of 
six different nations. A zigzag course 
was followed which took me from with- 
in 80 miles of the equator to about 
3,000 miles north of it, completely cir- 
cumnavigating the globe by water. The 
route followed going around in addition 
to traversing the three main oceans; 
namely, the Pacific, the Indian and the 
Atlantic ocean, took me through the 
waters of the following: Japan Inland 
Sea, Yellow Sea, East China Sea, South 
China Sea, Bay of Bengal and the Ara- 
bian Sea—the two main arms of the In- 
bian Ocean—Red Sea, Mediterranean Sea, 
North Sea and, Carribbean Sea, The dis- 
tance traveled, including the trip to the 
Assembly and back to California, was 
approximately 44,000 miles, and I got 
home with about 7,000 miles of unused 
transportation, which includes a prepaid 
passage order from London, England, to 
New York, a ticket from Panama _ to 
Central America, prepaid passage order 
from La Liberted, El Salvador, Central 
America to Los Angeles, Calif, and a 
ticket from there to San Francisco. After 
going over the work directly under my 
superintendency, I expect to travel some 
more in the interest of the work in for- 
eign lands as the Mission Board may di- 
rect, and desire your prayers that God 
will go on before and open up the way. 
The reports show that seven new stations 
have been opened in Mexico in spite of 
the closing order. The chief of police in 
Ciudad, Obregon, Sonora has been saved 
and his wife has received the Holy 
Ghost. 

I have letters on my desk now from 
four foreign countries asking for the 
Church of God. Calls, calls, calls! Come 
over ard help us, is the cry. 








Expecting a Great Year in 
Haiti

Since I returned from the General As- 
sembly, I have organized two new 
churches; one at LaRevoir, Jacmel, the 
other at Bz'levue.

Let your 
prayers ascend the throne of the Al- 
mighty for us, because we want to 
have a better report next year at the 
General Assembly. We are working while 
it is day.—J. Vitai Herne, Overseer of 
Haiti, Poste Marchand No. 1000, Port 
Au Prince, Haiti.

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The Time of the Rapture

bers in glory. The word “indignation” 
here is a Hebrew word and refers to the 
seven years’ tribulation. Some seem io 
think that this is a prophecy concerning 
Israel during their time of wars but I 
am sure that it refers to the time of the 
rapture and they will be kept in these 
secret chambers until the tribulation 
week is over. 

Isa. 26:21, ‘For, beho!d, the Lord 
cometh out of his place to punish the 
inhabitants of the earth for their ini- 
quity: the earth also shall disclose her 
blood, ard shall no more cover her slain.” 
This verse refers to Jesus coming on the 
clouds of heaven to reign a thousand 
years and proves that the 20th verse re- 
fers to the rapture. All the wicked and 
those who are in rebellion against Christ 
will be cast into the lake of fire. It will 
be a time when Christ will take ven- 
geance on the inhabitants of the earth 
for their iniquity and for the martyr- 
dom ard persecution of those who stand 
true during the tribulation week. 

Now we have proven plainly from the 
Scriptures that those who live true_ will 
be kept from something. The scriptures 
we have just quoted and commented on 
prove positively that there will be a 
catching away before the tribulation, 
that is the seven years’ tribulation. I now 
cite you to the fourth and fifth chapters 
of Revelation. The church dispensation 
has passed, the rapture has taken place 
at this time and these two chapters give 
us a glowing description of the raptured 
saints in glory and we are sure that this 
time is just in front of us. 

The first paragraph describes the open 
door in heaven and tells of the voice 
talking to John. He is going to show him 
things that will happen hereafter. The 
key word to Revelation is “after this,” 
and here John’s attention is called to the 
saints in heaven. 

The second paragraph gives a decrip- 
tion of the four and twenty elders. These 
are the raptured saints in their order and 
they are all in heaven. This is in com- 
parison to the order around the taberna- 
cle in the wilderness. These four and 
twenty elders represent the final redemp- 
tion of man and beast and all the crea- 
tion of God that was cursed through the 
fall. They worshipped him that sat on 
the throne and cast their crowns before 
Him, and said, “Thou art worthy, O 
Lord, to receive glory and honor and 
power: for thou hast created all things, 
and for thy pleasure they are and were 
created.” This refers to Jesus as the Re- 
deemer of all creation. 

The fifth chapter and first paragraph 
describes the sealed book. John seemed to 
be much troubled when there was no one 
who could open these seals. A stro>g an- 
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gel comes on the scene and proclaims 
with a loud voice, “Who is worthy to 
open the book, and to loose the seals 
thereof?” No man in heaven nor in 
earth, neither under the earth, was 
worthy to open the book and loose the 
seals thereof and John wept much. One of 
the elders saith unto him, ‘Weep rot: 
behold, the Lion of the tribe of Judah, 
the Root of David, hath prevailed to 
open the book and loose the seals there- 
of.”” Now this Lion of the tribe of Judah 
was the Lamb of God slain, having sev- 
en horns and seven eyes which are the 
seven spirits of God, sent forth into all 
the world. The horns here represent pow- 
er and His all-seeing eye represents His 
knowledge of all transgressions, both 
past and present. 


The beasts and the elders are the rap- 
tured saints, and they fell down before 
the Lamb, having every one of them 
harps and golden vials full of odors, 
which are the prayers of the saints, and 
they sang a new song saying, “Thou art 
worthy to take the book, and to open 
the seals thereof: for thou wast slain, and 
hast redeemed us to God by thy blood 
out of every kindred, and tongue, and 
people, and nation; and hast made us ua- 
to our God kings and priests: and we 
shall reign on earth.” This proves posi- 
tively that Jesus is the one spoken of 
here as the redeemer and the four and 
twenty elders around the throne represent 
the saints who were caught up by Jesus 
spoken of in 1 Thess. 4:13-16. For He 
had redeemed them from the earth, out 
of every nation and people and they de- 
clared that they shall reign on earth. 
This refers to His thousand years’ reign 
and could be none other than the rap- 
tured saints. 

Rev. 20:6, “Blessed and holy is he 
that hath part in the first resurrection: 
on such the second death hath no power, 
but they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a thou- 
sand years. This verse in connection with 
verse 10 of chapter 5 sets 
that these are the raptured saints 
and they will reign a thousand years. 
Revelation 20:4, 5, “And I saw 
thrones and they that sat upon them, and 
judgment was given unto them: and I 
saw the souls of them that were beheaded 
for the witness of Jesus, and for the 
word of God, and which had not wor- 
shipped the beast, neither his image, 
neither had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or in their hands; ard they 
lived and reigned with Christ a thousnad 


years.” This verse has reference to the 


tribulation saints who are martyred after 
the rapture and they are included with 
those who reign with Christ a thousand 
years. I am sure that this crowd repre- 
sents the five foolish virgins. 

Rev. 20:5, “But the rest of the dead 


forth clearly ° 
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lived not again until the thousand years 
were finished.” This finishes the first re- 
surrection. The first resurrection was Je- 
sus the firstfruits, afterward those that 
are His at His coming (1 Cor. 15:20- 
23), then the tribulation saints who were 
slain during the last three and a half 
years of the tribulation, after the killing 
of the two prophets by the beast and his 
army. Rev. 11:3-7 gives a description of 
the two witnesses and their work during 
the last three and a half years of the 
tribulation week. Rev. 11:7 describes the 
power of the beast ard tells where he 
will come from and about the slaying of 
the two prophets. After these two 
prophets are killed and their bodies ascend 
into heaven, I believe that all the trib- 
ulation saints are resurrected and caught 
up to heaven with Christ and this will 
finish the first resurrection. 

To prove beyond all doubt that the 
rapture will take place before the tribu. 
lation week, read the sixth chapter of 
Revelation. When the lamb had opened 
one of the seals, that is the first seal, the 
four beasts said, ““Come and see.” A bet- 
ter word is “look.”” Remember they are 
in heaven before a seal is broken and it is 
after the scene described in the fourth 
and fifth chapters of Revelation that the 
first seal is broken and this man on the 
white horse can be none other than the 
beast. The second seal takes peace from 
the earth and throws the whole earth in- 
to war. The breaking of the third seal 
brings famine which always follows war. 
The breaking of the fourth seal brings 
death by starvation and by disease. The 
fifth seal brings the martyrdom of the 
tribulation saints. The breaking of these 
seals opens the powers that rise. up 
against God and causes the working pow- 
ers of Antichrist to take place. One ca- 
lamity after another befalls the inhabi- 
tants of the earth and when the saints 
are killed great destruction and trouble 
falls upon those who would not accept 
the truth.
